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Children’s Dentistry Program Highly Practical 


A small crowd, numbering about two 
hundred and sixty members and guests, 
attended the November monthly meet- 
ing of the Chicago Dental Society at the 
Stevens Hotel. President Humphrey and 
Secretary Wells conducted the business 
meeting starting about 8:30 p. m. The 
matters discussed will appear in the 
Fortnightly Review before the next 
monthly meeting, at which time they will 
be voted upon. Dr. Robert G. Kesel 
then introduced Dr. Ralph Ireland of 
Lincoln, Nebraska, the speaker of the 
evening. His practice is limited to den- 
tistry for children. He is a past president 
of the American Society of Dentistry 
for Children and Professor of Pedodon- 
tics at the University of Nebraska. 


POSITIVE APPROACH 


Dr. Ireland’s talk was concise and 
informative, with slides used to good 
advantage. The battle to revive den- 
tistry for children is being actively cham- 
pioned by Dr. Ireland. He believes that 
children in a general practice are eco- 
nomically sound. His treatment of the 
economy and psychology of child care 
was highly abstract. If good ethics and 
good business are not incompatible we 
must openly discuss the methods of 
sound economy. Dr. Ireland pointed out 
the importance of the approach to the 
child patient. A positive approach is 


easy if the dentist has the proper techni- 
cal knowledge. Brushing is taught for 


hygiene more than preventive reasons. 
X-Rays are routine procedure. Infected 
teeth should be removed and _ space 
maintainers employed when necessary. 
Ectopic eruptions of the first permanent 
molars are cared for by passing wire 
ligature between the second deciduous 
molar and the first permanent molar and 
tightening. 


OPERATIVE PROCEDURES 


Novocaine is used when necessary but 
is usually not called for. Deciduous 
teeth are not as sensitive as young per- 
manent teeth. The mesial pulpal horns 
are exceedingly vulnerable in deciduous 
teeth and particularly in the mandibular 
first molar. Caries in the anterior teeth 
which undermines the incisal angle is 
cared for by discing off the angle and 
placing an amalgam class three filling. Dr. 
Ireland uses no silicate in his office. The 
majority of failures in proximal restora- 
tions result from an excessive tapering 
extension of the lingual and buccal mar- 
gins or insufficient width at the occlusal 
union with the proximal surface. The 
automatic mallet may be used to gain 
added condensation. Matrices are made 
by soldering thin stainless steel matrix 
material with the lead from X-Ray films. 
Lingual steps are used for proximal fill- 
ings in anterior teeth and are inserted 
through a hole cut in a matrix.—Henry 


Q. Conley 
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Functional Occlusal Balance, Using Equal 
Pressure Records, in the Construction 
of Artificial Dentures* 


Dr. Emmett Beckley, Kansas City, Missouri 


Prosthetic dentistry is one of the most 
trying phases of all dental science. Dis- 
satisfied patients disrupt an entire office 
routine and sometimes an entire dental 
practice. A solution of the problems of 
the past is here offered in the hope that 
it will enable the prosthetist to deliver a 
set of dentures in functional centric rela- 
tion and functional balance, secure in the 
knowledge that this balance will continue 
over a long period. 

The object of this presentation is to 
show, by a simple method, first that there 
is a definite relation between anatomic 
centric and functional centric position, 
and, second, that if a denture service 
is to be improved, the functional move- 
ments of the mandible must be incorpor- 
ated in the finished denture. 

This is not a new technic, but a col- 
lection of ideas, assembled in a workable 
form, as an answer to some of our pros- 
thetic problems. 

In using this procedure, a few discrep- 
ancies must first be eliminated. These dis- 
crepancies exist between the baseplates 
and the casts and between compressible 
tissue under baseplates, as functional 
relations are being taken. 

A known factor must be added to 
bring into play the muscles of mastica- 
tion, as if a bolus of food were being 
placed between the posterior teeth. We 
know that the muscles exert a definite 
pull upon the mandible in a line per- 
pendicular to the line of occlusion. Only 
when this force is stabilized and brought 
under definite control are we scientifically 
“taking the bite.” 

For a clearer understanding of the 
problems involved, consider the patient 
who enters the office with a “pocketful”

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of dentures made by different practi- 
tioners, and with the statement, “They 
don’t fit.” 

This patient has lost all sense of a 
normal relation between the two jaws. 
Settling of the bases has been unusually 
rapid, and the dentures have become 
unstable in a very short time. The patient, 
it seems, has no control over the many 
positions that he allows the dentist to 
register as anatomic centric position, and 
it is not until after the dentures have 
been completed and the patient returns 
for adjustment that the registrations are 
found to be incorrect. 

By following the procedure suggested, 
to overcome these errors, a return to 
functional position can be made as many 
times as desired. 


FUNCTIONAL BALANCE 


I should like to digress a little to make 
clearer why functional balance is so im- 
portant. In one case, after the dentures 
were completed and delivered, the patient 
complained of a continual soreness on 
the lingual aspect of the lower ridge. 

Here again, we find that functional 
centric position is beyond the previous 
gothic arch centric position, this proving 
again why we cannot use the method 
taught in securing centric positions. In 
another case, after the dentures were 
completed and delivered, it was found 
that the contact between the upper and 
the lower anterior teeth had been altered 
and that the lower anterior teeth must 
be shortened in order to make the den- 
tures function. 

The only explanation that can be 
given here is that functional centric posi- 
tion is always beyond normal rest centric 
position. Here, I would call attention to 
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the findings of Ralph H. Boos, who in 
an effort to find a definite vertical dimen- 
sion with the bimeter, also found that 
functional centric position was from 0.5 
to 3 mm. in front of the previous gothic 
arch centric positions. 

The mandible swings like a pendulum, 
being supported by the muscles of masti- 
cation, and it is their cycle and their 
power point that must be considered. 

When functional centric position is 
used, not only is shifting of the bases 
eliminated, but also the wear and abra- 
sion from faulty occlusion are minimized. 

No doubt, all have tried the extension 
technics of the past. The results for a 
few weeks were astonishing, but the dis- 
comfort endured by the patient was 
boundless, and only by removal of the 
extensions were we able to relieve them. 

Consider what this means: Today, the 
patient is given a denture with stabilized 
bases and good retention; tomorrow, the 
extensions for stabilizing retention are all 
cut off. 

I began my study of functional balance 
only after following the different pro- 
cedures offered by various clinicians, and 
encountering difficulty in each instance. 


PROCEDURE 


Following is a résumé of the procedure 
used. Good impressions are the first sta- 
bilizing factor, and without them we are 
not able to continue. 

Practically a full compound technic, 
Tench’s and Green’s, which has been in 
use for many years, is employed. If com- 
pound impressions have been a stumbling 
block, the use of a suitable vulcanite tray 
and the zinc oxide and eugenol is rec- 
ommended; for unless it is possible to 
return the impressions to the mouth and 
definitely test them for stability, one of 
our obstacles has not been overcome. 

Full extensions are used in both the 
upper and the lower impressions. The 
impressions are boxed and poured in hard 
stone material, with the water: powder 
ratio recommended by the manufacturer. 

Brown shellac baseplates are adapted 
over the casts and a wire strengthener is 


added to the lingual portion of the lower 
cast for rigidity. The brown shellac base- 
plate is used, as the pink filler that is 
added in making pink baseplates detracts 
from their accuracy in duplicating the 
casts. Compound occlusal rims are added 
to the shellac baseplates, their width in 
conformity with the size of the ridge upon 
which they are being placed. 

As to the height of the occlusal rims, 
it can only be suggested that if pre- 
extraction records have been made, the 
amount of opening can be measured and 
that opening duplicated with the occlu- 
sal rims. 

If the patient is edentulous, there are 
several formulas, with which all are 
familiar, for arriving at these particular 
measurements. Each individual 
worked out his own problem in this 
respect. The problems in this particular 
step have been solved by using the 
phonetic balance, as there seems to be a 
definite relation between the position of 
the jaws and the formation of words 
that will enable us to ascertain the cor- 
rect position. This is done from the very 
beginning, and as the case is carried 
toward completion, and after the “try- 
in,” it is again possible to check the 
phonetic balance. After experimentation 
with other means, it has been found that 
the comfort of the patient is assured by 
the above-described method. 


BASEPLATE 


The maxillary cast is prepared and 
the baseplate assembled. With an acclusal 
guide, the occlusal plane between the 
tragus and the alae of the nose is estab- 
lished. The maxillary cast is centered by 
using the median line previously estab- 
lished on the baseplate while it is in the 
mouth. A line drawn across the posterior 
border of the cast is extended to connect 
with the center of the line on the labial 
aspect; i.e., this line, a continuation of 
the median line, is extended completely 
around the cast. The baseplate is secured 
to the maxillary cast with hot wax. The 
mounting plate that has been made to 
accommodate the Gysi articulator is now 
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assembled and attached with carding 
wax to the occlusal rim, following the 
lines established on the mounting plate 
to correspond with the center lines on 
the cast. A sheet of glass in any adjustable 
articulator can be used for this purpose. 
No new equipment need be added other 
than a piece of glass or a sheet of metal. 

With the maxillary cast mounted on 
the instrument, the baseplate is now re- 
moved and we are ready to arrive at 
a workable position. The lower com- 
pound bite-block is heated and, the 
maxillary cast being in place, the patient 
is asked to close the jaws normally, the 
temporal muscles being observed as a 
guide to the vertical dimension which 
the patient is about to register. This is 
done for two reasons: to acquaint the 
patient with what we are trying to do 
and to get an idea as to the approxi- 
mate opening to be established. 


FUNCTIONAL CENTRIC 


At this particular step, the known co- 
efficient is added as an aid in securing 
the functional centric position. In the 
office, we use 16-gage sheet brass cut 
into three or four different sizes and 
widths to accommodate the interproximal 
space between the occlusal rims on the 
lower baseplate. This triangular piece of 
brass is held with a small pair of forceps 
and heated in a Bunsen burner flame, 
being positioned approximately 2 mm. 
below the preestablished line of occlu- 
sion and chilled immediately to set the 
compound. 

Next, a large soft piece of compound 
is heated and stuck to the palatal por- 
tion of the upper baseplate, and a com- 
mon thimble is heated and pushed into 
the warm compound. The two occlusal 
rims are placed together and the thimble 
is brought to approximately 3 mm. above 
the lower plate, establishing a definite 
position of closure between the two occlu- 
sal rims. Central bearing or tracing 
devices may be substituted for the thim- 
ble. The thimble and compound are 
chilled and the compound allowed to set.

Sticky wax is added to the brass plate 
on the lower occlusal rim and an alum- 
inum cup is used to hold the sponge 
rubber in place. The aluminum cup is 
heated before it is applied to the area 
of the sticky wax. The upper and lower 
baseplates are assembled. The thimble 
should be in the center of the aluminum 
cup. Chill. This holds the aluminum 
cup in place on the metal plate in its 
proper relation to the thimble. The 
sponge rubber is now placed in the cup. 


Now the mounting of the functional cen- 
tric device is complete. 


LEVER 


The principle involved in this pro- 
cedure, equal pressure recordings, classi- 
fies the mandible as a lever of the third 
class, the head of the condyle being the 
fulcrum, the pull of the masseter and 
the temporal muscle being the applied 
force, and the sponge rubber becomes 
the resistance, similar to a bolus of food. 


With the working force in the area of 
the angle of the ramus and the resistance 
at the extreme other end of the lever, 
the mandible is automatically pulled into 
position, giving a working contact be- 
tween the articular disc and the glenoid 
fossa. I have found that by using equal 
pressure recordings, the float is removed 
from the mandible and the mandible 
becomes a definite working arm. Upon 
contact with the controlled resistance, 
an equal pressure exists between the 
baseplates and the supporting tissues. 
When registrations are made, a definite 
relation exists that can be returned to 
as many times as desired. 


When the protrusive record is taken, 
the working arm is moved forward, the 
head of the condyle travels down an 
inclined plane of the glenoid fossa. As 
controlled resistance is encountered, the 
masseter and temporal muscles come 
into play, the head of the condyle is 
positioned against the articular disc, and 
a definite relation exists in the temporal 
mandibular joint, 
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PROTRUSIVE RELATIONS 


Two schools of thought have existed 
in the past on protrusive relations: One 
where zero pressure was used in record- 
ings and the other where minus pressure 
was used. The discrepancy that existed 
in these two methods can be definitely 
shown by the many different registra- 
tions that could be recorded by one 
patient. My explanation of these dis- 
crepancies is: The relation between the 
head of the condyle and the articular 
disc against the inclined plane of the 
glenoid fossa was not stabilized or con- 
trolled. When positive pressure record- 
ings are taken, the recordings will always 
be the same. 

Returning to our procedure: The two 
baseplates can now be assembled and 
tested to make sure that there is a defi- 
nite resistance when they are forced 
together. 

The lower occlusal rim is now trimmed 
to correspond with the indentation that 
was formed when the two occlusal rims 
were brought together in the mouth, 
assuring a means of checking the position 
that was previously established. These 
rims are then returned to the mouth 
for a final check. Thus, the patient is 
allowed to adjust himself to the bulk and 
to the new environment that has been 
created in the mouth. 

An explanation is made to the patient 
at this time, outlining what we are trying 
to accomplish. The muscle pull which 
must be incorporated when the jaws are 
brought in contact with the variable is 
now tested. If the temporal muscle does 
not respond when the patient is asked to 
close, the resistance is increased by sub- 
stituting a thicker piece of sponge rub- 
ber. The sponge rubber used varies from 
the porous soft spongy type to the heavy 
orthopedic type. The more bulky the 
rubber, the greater the amount of force 
needed to compress it. 


ASSEMBLAGE 


Now we assemble, check and recheck 
to make sure that the vertical dimension 


is going to be at a point slightly below 
the maximum closing pressure. 

The maxillary baseplate is inserted 
after the rims have been greased freely 
with petroleum jelly. A sheet of regular 
baseplate wax is heated and folded, mak- 
ing a wax strip of double thickness that 
is fairly soft. The blowpipe is used to 
heat the area which comes in contact 
with the softened wax. One small portion 
is added to the distal portion of each 
side of the bite-block. The lower base- 
plate, assembled with the soft wax added, 
is now inserted in the mouth and well 
seated, and the patient is asked to try, 
if possible, to allow the jaw to swing 
normally and then make one biting 
excursion. This position is held for a 
few seconds. The patient is asked to 
open the jaws, the baseplates are re- 
moved, the sponge rubber is taken out 
and the two baseplates are assembled 
and chilled. The case is now ready to 
be assembled on the articulator in func- 
tional centric position. 

The next step, the protrusive position, 
is needed to establish the sagittal plane. 
This allows the setting of the teeth so 
as to have a definite working side and 
a balancing side in the finished denture. 
In order to assure that a true protrusive 
movement is registered, a small piece of 
warm compound is added to the lower 
bite-rim and the median line marked 
definitely. 

The next procedure is the reassembling 
of the sponge rubber, as in taking func- 
tional centric position. The wax is re- 
moved from the lower baseplate and the 
procedure repeated. As before men- 
tioned, the upper baseplate is seated in 
the mouth, the lower is returned after 
the soft wax has been added and the 
patient is asked to protrude the mandible 
and close, making sure that the two 
median lines marked on the upper and 
lower occlusal rims coincide. 

Again the baseplates are removed from 
the mouth, the sponge rubber is removed, 
the two baseplates are assembled and 
chilled and protrusive registration is now 
transferred to the instrument. This not 
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Science Versus Rationalization in Full Dentures* 
Frederick D. Moore, Ph.B., D.D.S. 


In recent years the dental profession 
has had presented to it many techniques 
and methods, with different types of 
teeth and many different types of articu- 
lators. Many extravagant claims have 
been made. Before 1923' there were one 
hundred forty-three types of articulators 
that had been used. Some of them still 
are in use. 

It is with great amazement, however, 
that we listen to demonstrators and clini- 
cians lay claim to making perfect den- 
tures on non-adjustable articulators and 
without any consideration whatsoever 
for dental metrology’. To accept these 
claims would be denying the value of the 
serious scientific research work done by 
Prothero, Stansbery, Walker, Gysi, 
Hanau and many others, who have tried 
to lay a solid foundation on which to 
build the full denture structure. 


FUNDAMENTALS 


Sincere seekers after the truth in the 
field of full denture work, who have 
taken the trouble to buttress their ele- 
mentary training, know that there are 
certain fundamentals which are non- 
pareils of precise work in full denture 
restoration. There are those* for example 
who deny the necessity of any attempt to 
determine the hinge axis of the temporo 
mandibular joint and the necessity for

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considering the Bennett movement and 
the various inclinations of the Condyle 
path. The only reasonable explanation 
that could be made for one denying the 
necessity of careful consideration of these 
factors is the psychological necessity of 
the human mind to try to rationalize or 
make an excuse for any failing or short- 
coming. This could be the only reason 
for bold declarations as to what can be 
accomplished by ignoring fundamental 
scientific tenets. 


HINGE AXIS 


Dr. B. B. McCollum’ has done for full 
denture restoration what Dr. G. V. Black 
did for operative dentistry, that is, he has 
scientifically analyzed and charted the 
fundamental bases of scientific denture 
construction resulting in a workable out- 
line of three dimensional metrology. 
Complicated? Perhaps yes, but after all 
dentistry is laying reasonable claims to 
inclusion among the learned profession 
and it is not a trade. McCollum’s work in 
demonstrating the existence of definite 
ascertaining hinge axis in the temporo- 
mandibular joint is the foundation of all 
this work. This serves as a foundation for. 
correct analysis of the Bennett move- 
ment, Condylar inclination and lateral 
movement. Gysi? was willing to average 
lateral angular inclination, but he did 
not ignore the existence or importance of 
any of these factors. When we do so we 
are merely “whistling in the dark.”

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EDITORIAL 


THE RELIEF FUND 


Every Chicago Dental Society member received an allotment of stamps last 
month from the American Dental Association Relief Committee with a request 
for a contribution. If, before making their contributions, these same members 
would check on their Society’s standing in the list of last year’s contributors 
they well might feel embarrassed. In fact, the whole membership of the State 
Society well might feel embarrassed for Illinois is far down the list. 

It probably is instinctive for individuals to evaluate all stamps much as they 
do postage stamps—one hundred stamps for $1.00. This was perhaps all right 
back in 1913 when the Relief Fund was started but it seems totally inadequate 
now. Wouldn’t it be more in keeping with the Christmas spirit to make your 
contribution more generous? This is the least we can do to help those of our 
profession who, through no fault of their own, find themselves in want. In 1935 
a rule was adopted by which fifty per cent of the funds received from each State 
were returned in order that they might be expended by the State Society to 
assist dentists in that State. At present, over $25,000 is being paid out each 
year by the American Dental Association Relief Fund. So let’s make that con- 
tribution at least $2.00 this year. 


ARMY RECRUITING 


With over a million young men volunteering for the new Regular Army in 
the past year, it would seem that the Army recruiting program had accom- 
plished its purpose. But when it is considered that about half of these men 
will have earned their right to a discharge during the coming year, it is evident 
that such a program can never stop. It means that the Army must continue to 
get 40,000 enlistments every month. Only by so doing will it be able to fulfill 
its obligations in a peace-torn world. 

Enlistment in the Regular Army today offers a young man a healthy, useful 
career where he has the opportunity for continuous education. It offers training 
in skills and trades ranging from aviation mechanics to cooking. It offers the 
finest medical, dental and hospital equipment in the world and provides per- 
sonnel to go with it. In fact, five per cent of the Army’s total enlisted strength 
is engaged in safeguarding the soldier’s health. 

New pay scales are an inducement, too, for they increase the pay of the 
buck private by fifty per cent and other grades by substantial amounts. The 
Army’s retirement program allows a soldier to retire on one-half pay after 
twenty years and three-quarters pay after thirty years’ service. Thus, a master- 
sergeant who retires after thirty years’ service would receive $185.63 a month. 
To purchase an annuity of like amount, a civilian would have to pay an insur- 
ance company about $100 a month for thirty years! 

This new Army, with assignments more important than ever before, will be 
at its best if built on a stable basis of volunteers. The job of building and main- 
taining such an all-volunteer Army is one of enormous difficulty—but the job 
can be done if every public-spirited citizen will sound the tocsin. 
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Minutes of the Regular Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society 


South Ballroom—Stevens Hotel 
November 19, 1946 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society was called to 
order at 8:30 p.m. by President Robert 
I. Humphrey. 

A motion was regularly made and sev- 
erally seconded that the reading of the 
minutes of the meeting of October 22 be 
dispensed with inasmuch as they have 
been published in The Fortnightly Re- 
view. Motion carried. 

A motion was then regularly made and 
severally seconded that the minutes of the 
meeting of October 22 be approved as 
prepared by the Secretary and published 
in the November 15 issue of The Fort- 
nightly Review. Motion carried. 

Reports of Boards and Standing Com- 
mittees—none. 

Reports of Special Committees—none. 

Unfinished Business—none. 

New Business— 

At the request of President Humphrey, 
Dr. Wells, Secretary, read the following 
report from the Board of Directors of the 
Society containing certain proposed 
amendments to the Constitution and By- 
Laws: 


Approximately two years ago the gen- 
eral membership of the Chicago Dental 
Society, upon recommendation of its 
Board of Directors, voted to absorb the 
organization then known as the Dental 
Hygiene Institute, which was endorsed 
and supported by the Chicago Dental 
Society, and to continue its functions of 
dental health education through the 
Committee on Dental Health Education. 
This committee was established as a sub- 
committee of the Public and Professional 
Relations Committee. Unanimous action 
was taken at the regular meeting held 
December 14, 1944. 

Since this merger, the services of the 
Committee on Dental Health Education 
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in conducting school surveys, industrial 
diagnostic surveys, supplying speakers 
and sound motion picture programs, pro- 
viding suitable literature, and coopera- 
ting with Municipal and County health 
organizations, have expanded to a point 
where the committee can function best 
as a standing committee of the Chicago 

Dental Society. 

The Committee on Dental Health 
Education and the Public and Profes- 
sional Relations Committee unanimously 
have recommended this action to the 
Board of Directors. 

This afternoon, at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society, upon recommendation of the 
Public and Professional Relations Com- 
mittee, a motion unanimously was ap- 
proved that it— 

“Recommend to the general member- 
ship of the Chicago Dental Society that 
the Committee on Dental Health Educa- 
tion have its status changed from a sub- 
committee of the Public and Professional 
Relations Committee to a standing com- 
mittee of the Chicago Dental Society.” 

This change in committee status makes 
necessary certain revisions in the word- 
ing and organization of the By-Laws of 
the Chicago Dental Society. It, therefore, 
further was moved and unanimously car- 
ried that the Board of Directors of the 
Chicago Dental Society— 

“recommend to the general member- 
ship of the Chicago Dental Society that 
the following changes be made in its 
By-Laws”— 

1. Page 14, Article XIII, Committees, 
Section 2, Standing Committees— 
There shall be added immediately 
following the word “Sports” the 
words “Dental Health Education (9). 

2. Page 20, Duties of Committees, Sec-

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


TWENTY YEAR HIGH 


The dental schools of the United 
States report a freshman enrollment in 
excess of 3,000 students. This makes it 
the highest in twenty years. All but ten 
per cent of the students are veterans of 
World War II. These same schools grad- 
uated 2,666 dentists during the 1945-46 
school year. The war time peak came in 
1944-45, however, when 3,212 dentists 
were graduated. Although the number of 
graduates increased during war years, 
enrollments of first-year dental students 
dropped sharply due to manpower de- 
mands of the armed services. Conse- 
quently, there will be smaller graduating 
classes during the next two or three years. 


RADIO TRANSCRIPTIONS 


The Bureau of Public Relations of the 
American Dental Association has com- 
piled a new series of radio transcriptions 
“West of the Wind.” These programs 
have been specifically designed to inter- 
est children in good literature and en- 
courage them to take better care of their 
teeth. They provide the local dental so- 
ciety with an excellent opportunity to 
cooperate with boards of health and 
boards of education in improving the 
mental as well as the dental health of 
American youth. 

The radio transcriptions are real pro- 
fessional presentations. The material for 
each broadcast is taken from approved 
books for children, rewritten for radio 
and told by one of radio’s most gifted 
story tellers. They all contain a brief 
dental message. They can be obtained by 
writing directly to the Bureau of Public 
Relations, American Dental Association, 
222 East Superior Street, Chicago 11, 
Illinois. Orders should be placed two 
weeks before the first broadcast is sched- 
uled. There are thirteen of the transcrip- 
tions and all will be sent out at once. 
When the station has completed the 


series, the transcriptions should be re- 
turned, express collect, to the Bureau of 
Public Relations. A small service charge 
of $2.50 will be made to cover the cost 
of mailing, handling and insurance. 


JOURNAL SUSPENDS 
PUBLICATION 


The Journal of the Second District 
Dental Society of New York suspended 
publication November 1, 1946, and a 
Society Bulletin has taken its place. The 
move was made in the interest of fewer 
and better dental journals. The Publi- 
cation Committee of the Second District 
Society made its decision after it was 
learned that the State Society was mak- 
ing an effort to improve its Journal 
through securing a publisher and a full 
time editor. Plans are in the making 
whereby the State Journal will coordi- 
nate its own activities with those of 
nearby states and eventually form a 
high quality regional journal. 


DR. ERNEST E. HARWOOD 
1884-1946 


Dr. Ernest E. Harwood, a member of 
the North Side Branch of the Chicago 
Dental Society, passed away November 
21, 1946. He was graduated from Chi- 
cago College of Dental Surgery, Loyola 
University, in 1914 and practiced on the 
near North Side. He is survived by his 
widow, Eleanor, and three daughters, 
Alice, Nancy and Joan. 


NATIONAL COMMITTEE OF 
DENTISTS GAINS APPROVAL 


The National Committee of Dentists 
has issued a progress report on its activi- 
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ties in combating compulsory health 
insurance. In it are carried the virtual 
endorsements of the House of Delegates 
of the American Dental Association, the 
American Society of Oral Surgeons and 
the American Academy of Periodontol- 
ogy. The House of Delegates adopted, 
with but one dissenting vote, a resolu- 
tion commending the work of the Com- 
mittee in cooperating with the National 
Physicians Committee in “familiarizing 
the public with the values, methods and 
achievements of American dentistry,” 
and “for the effectiveness of its efforts 
in preserving the private practice sys- 
tem and the American way of life.” The 
two other organizations adopted similar 
resolutions. 


The progress report also carries a 
summary of the accomplishments of the 
79th Congress. It enacted a law pro- 
viding, over a five-year period, $375,000,- 
000 of Federal Grants to be paid to the 
States for the building of new hospitals. 
It provides for a local determination of 
needs and a local administration of 
funds. 

The Wagner - Murray - Dingell _ bill 
never was brought up for consideration 
on the Senate floor despite the consid- 
erable pressure put forth by the Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor (Sena- 
tor Murray, Chairman) to do so. On 
the other hand, the Taft-Ball-Smith bill 
was introduced in the Senate as the Na- 
tional Health Bill of 1946. It was inade- 
quate in its provisions, but embodied the 
principle of Federal Grants-In-Aid to 
States, a notable improvement over the 
Murray-Wagner-Dingell bill. This bill 
has in it the possibility of preserving in 
the United States our incomparable sys- 
tem of private practice. 

The National Physicians Committee 
for the Extension of Medical Service, to 
give it its full title, has been required to 
register under the so-called Lobbying 
Act. This means that the funds to sup- 
port its work must now come from the 
profession exclusively. Contributions

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VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 
ANNOUNCES NEW PLAN 


Authorization of dental examinations 
to determine need for dental treatment 
for veterans will be expedited through 
a temporary program being put into ef- 
fect by the Dental Division of Branch 
No. 7 of the Veterans Administration. 

Due to personnel shortages in each 
of the Veterans Administration Regional 
Offices of Illinois, Indiana, and Wis- 
consin, it has been impossible to issue 
the formal letters of authority for dental 
examination in sufficient numbers to cut 
into the backlog of approximately 60,000 
applications for dental treatment filed by 
veterans in the three states which com- 
prise Branch No. 7. 

Under this temporary plan, which is 
not to be confused with the regular pro- 
cedure as outlined in the Participating 
Dentists program, letters of authority in 
duplicate for dental examination and 
full mouth X-rays of not less than four- 
teen films together with a blank VA 
Form 10-2570 “Dental Examination and 
Treatment Record” will be mailed to 
eligible veterans. The veteran will be 
instructed to present these papers to any 
participating dentist on a fee basis of his 
choice who may then make the examina- 
tion and X-Rays and upon completion of 
the examination will mail the VA Form 
10-2570, mounted X-Rays, and original 
letter of authority to the VA Regional 
Office whose address is shown in the 
upper right corner of the letter of au- 
thority. When the original letter of 
authority, dental X-Rays and completed 
10-2570 are received by the Regional 
Office, the authority will be vouchered 
and the dentist paid for services ren- 
dered. 

This plan is to be effective for the 
next few months while the dental ap- 
plication load is at its peak. 

All veterans who contact dentists re- 
garding Veterans Administration dental 
treatment and who do not have a letter 
of authority should be advised to contact 
the Chief Dental Section of the Vet- 
erans Administration Regional Office,

(5) The 
adoption of measures to make dental 
practice in smaller cities and rural areas 
attractive in order to procure a better 
distribution of dentists.

Dr. E. C. Aguilar, 
Secretary of the Mexican Dental Asso- 
ciation, and Dr. Criner, connected with 
the school, arranged the tour. The dental 
building was most modern in construc- 
tion and is adjacent to the University of 
Havana. It is constructed of stone and 
terra cotta. The walls consist of blue tile; 
side walls finished in blue, ceiling in 
white. Modern lighting on side walls but 
no sky lights. Modern room for dean and 
other staff members. Board of directors 
room accommodated about fourteen per- 
sons with a library connected, finished 
in mahogany. Two million dollars is 
endowed yearly by the government for 
operating. Approximately five hundred 
students are enrolled. Tuition is $45.00 
per year. Thirty per cent of the enroll- 
ment is girls. Equipment consists of one 
hundred and twenty Ritter chairs fin- 
ished in ivory and black, fifty per cent of 
these being motor driven. Clinic contains 
fifty chairs and electric engines, modern 
lighting and neon. The oral hygiene 
room contains six chairs and connected 
laboratory, with benches to accommo- 
date forty students. The therapeutics 
room contains ten chairs with small 
amphitheatre for demonstrating pur- 
poses. The crown and bridge room con- 
tains eleven chairs, partial dentures room 
four chairs and full dentures room four- 
teen chairs. Children’s clinic consists of 
eight chairs, child size. There is a large 
amphitheatre with seating capacity for 
one hundred and sixty. There are many 
large rooms accommodating seventy-two 
students. There is a laboratory for his- 
tology, pathology, etc. There is a modern 
X-Ray room containing two Ritter 
X-Ray machines. Freshman laboratory 
accommodates eighty-eight students with 
benches equipped with gas, air and elec- 
tricity, and forty-four Dumore motors. 
The room is finished in blue tile and 
lighted with neon. Denture laboratory 
was equipped for eighty-eight students. 
The oral surgery room contained seven 
chairs, sterilizer, autoclave, etc. Forceps 


and elevators were not too modern.— 
Lawrence H. Johnson, Branch Corres- 
pondent.

tion 2, Duties of Standing Commit- 
tees, Division G—The content of this 
division shall be deleted and in its 
place there shall be substituted the 
following description of duties: 

“The Public & Professional Relations 
Committee: This Committee shall 
cooperate with public and private 
agencies with a view toward support- 
ing activities that will promote pub- 
lic health and welfare and that will 
further the advancement and the 
esteem of the dental profession. This 
Committee shall also be organized 
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to improve the intraprofessional rela- 
tions of the members of the Chicago 
Dental Society, and to aid them in 
their relationships with the public 
and with other professional groups. 
Division K 

Immediately after the description of 
duties in Division J, there shall be 
added a new division K. The descrip- 
tion of duties to be as follows: 


“Dental Health Education: — This 
Committee shall promote public 
health and welfare by the dissemina- 
tion of knowledge and information 
pertaining to dental health. It shall 
be the duty of the Committee to 
establish activities and programs to 
further and promote its objective.” 


President Humphrey then announced 
that action upon this proposal and the 
suggested amendments would be deferred 
until the regular January meeting of the 
Society so that the proposals could be 
published in The Fortnightly Review as 
required by the Constitution and By-

FUNCTIONAL OCCLUSAL BALANCE 
(Continued from page 11) 


only acts as a check on the patient’s 
movements, but establishes definitely 
whether the right and left condyles travel 
in the same degree. 

Many of my cases show as much as 
8, 10 and 15 degrees variance between 
the right and left condyles. How can 
functional occlusal balance be established 
unless we have these known factors? 

Enough has been said about the setting 
up and balancing of teeth. In passing, 
credit should go to Dr. Gysi, whose fun- 
damentals have stood the test of time. 


CUSPED TEETH 


Cusped teeth are used exclusively in 
my office. A definite cusp balance is 
needed in establishing the functional 
planes, and it is these individual move- 
ments that are incorporated in the fin- 
ished dentures. 

In order to perfect functional balance 
and eliminate cusp interference, carbor- 
undum paste is added to the occlusal sur- 
face and a slight amount of grinding is 
done at this time. This simplifies the 
final grinding for the patient, and any 
corrections that are needed to perfect 
the articulation can be made while the 
teeth are still in the wax. 

After the dentures have been processed 
and are ready to be delivered, the unit 
is reassembled on the finished denture as 
in taking functional centric position and 
again the patient completes his own indi- 
vidual masticating cycle. 

The masticating cycle is completed by 
adding abrasive paste to the occlusal sur- 
face and asking the patient to chew in 
the customary manner. This particular 
operation is very important and, if com- 
pleted at the time that the dentures are 
delivered, it will eliminate many of the 
return trips for adjustment because of 
cusp interference. I advise from time to 
time that this procedure be repeated. The 
vertical dimension of the denture is not 
changed by grinding only the cusp height 
being adjusted to compensate for the 
changing condition of the tissue.
